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No Trucks Ruling 
Relaxed Except 
For Clark Road 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Monday night, the Board of Selectmen 
voted to re-establish truck access to all 
town roads except for Clark Road. The 
vote, which negated previous ‘‘no truck”’ 
rulings on such residential thruways as 
Lovejoy and Greenwood roads, was 
prompted by petitions from two separate 
groups of Andover residents who had felt 
aggrieved by the prohibitions. 

Although they were served by a single 
solution, the problems of two petitioning 
groups—and the groups themselves 
were distinctly different. 

Safety concerns lay at the heart of the 
first petition, which was signed by 30 res- 
idents of High Plain Road. ‘‘Recently, 
‘No Trucks’ signs have been posted for 
Lovejoy Road and Greenwood Road.,” 
began the text. ‘‘This has resulted in a 


noticeable increase in truck traffic on 
High Plain Road.” 

The document further noted that the 
street has no sidewalks, and that it is 
heavily traveled by small children who 
walk to the nearby West Elementary 
School. The residents asked that the 
board also prohibit trucks on High Plain. 

The second petition dealt with com- 
merce. In its text, 13 individuals who 
own and/or operate businesses employ- 
ing trucks charged that it was ‘‘unfair 
that agencies of the Town of Andover 
choose to bar the use of our vehicles on 
certain Town streets.’’ The ban not only 
increased truck traffic on boardering 
roadways, said the document, but also

person of great enthusiasms,” 
also characterized Byrne as “‘a fiscal 
conservative, a voice of caution.’’

The “‘hill,”’ as it 
is locally known, represents the landmarks of 
three separate educational institutions: Phillips 
Academy (1778), Andover Theological Seminary 
(1807) and Abbot Academy (1829). While Phil- 
lips Academy is recognized as the oldest Ameri- 
can incorporated boarding school, none of the 
original wooden buildings survive. Bulfinch 
Hall, made of brick and named for the noted 
Boston architect, was built in 1819 as the third 
academy building and is the oldest surviving 
structure. Graves Hall, electic and ornate in its 
use of brick, is one of the few representative late 
19th century masonry buildings extant in And-

over. In the early 20th century, a major devel- 
opment plan was executed after Phillips 
Academy acquired the Andover Theological 
Seminary buildings. New construction, like the 
Addison Art Gallery and Cochran Chapel, oc- 
curred, relocation of older structures such as 
the 1824 Samaritan and 1828 Stowe Houses re- 
sulted and major landscape renovations of the 
campus were carried out. 

Though the institution of the Andover Theolog- 
ical Seminary has left the community, the lec- 
ture halls, dormitories and faculty homes 
remain. Foxcroft (1808), Pearson (1818) and 
Bartlett (1820) Halls reflect the utilitarian de- 
sign of early institutional architecture and the 
federal style. Whereas the residence of the first 
seminary president, located at 189 Main St., rep- 
resents a high style example of the federal peri- 
od. 

The School Street campus, formerly Abbot 
Academy, is a continuum of architecture be- 


tween 1829 and 1921. Abbot Hall was originally - 


erected facing School Street and retains its im- 
posing presence with a two-story center pavillon 
supported by Ionic columns. The facades of 
Draper (1890) and McKeen (1904) Hall with ir- 
regular massing and arched openings, contrast 
the 1907 art gallery with its classical details and 
the scrolled metalwork of the 1921 Merrill Me- 
morial Gateway. Equally important to the set- 
ting of the historic district is ‘‘The Grove,” a 
wooded area to the rear of Abbot Circle laid out 
in the 19th century with paths, benches and a 
garden. Many of the buildings can be located by 
using ‘A Walking Tour of Phillips Academy” 
available at the Addison Art Gallery. 

Along with the architectural and _ historical 
significance of the Academy Hill Historic Dis- 
trict is the contributing importance of the per- 
sons associated with these institutions. The list 
reads like ‘‘Who’s Who”’ in American history. 

More information on districts and individual 
properties is available at the Historical Socie- 
ty’s Underhill Research Library which is open 
Monday through Friday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m 
The society and library will be closed from De- 
cember 25-29. Please plan to pick up your certifi- 
cate and have a tour of the Blanchard House at 
the same time. The house museum is open Sun- 
days and Wednesdays between 2 p.m. and 4 p.m.

Endangered 


The roseate tern, a dove-sized coastal 
seabird with a black cap and long forked 
tail, has been propsed for addition to the 
U.S. List of Endangered and Threatened 
Species by the Interior Department's 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The proposed rule would classify the 
population that nests in northeastern 
North America (primarily from Maine to 
New York) as endangered. The primary 
causes for the roseate tern’s decline are 
displacement from suitable nesting is- 
lands by expanding numbers of Herring 
and Black Backed Gulls, human activity 
and predation 

A strong flier that feeds mainly on 
small fish, which it catches by plunging 
headfirst into the water, the roseate tern 
nests on the ground, usually on small is- 
lands. It gradually migrates very long 
distances in mid-to-late summer to its 
wintering areas in the waters off north- 
ern South America from the Pacific 
coast of Colombia to eastern Brazil. 

In 1986, nesting was known to have oc- 
curred only in Connecticut, Maine, Mas- 
sachusetts, New York and Florida, plus 
a few pairs in adjacent areas in the prov- 
inces of Nova Scotia and Quebec

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He Provided 
The Spirit Of 


Christmas 


1986

Time was short. I had stayed at the office too 
long; back at my dirty and disordered home, my 
in-laws were due to arrive any minute. 

So I was not filled with good cheer when the 
editor handed me a photo that had been taken 
last year. I was, he said, to track down the fel- 
low in the picture and get information for a 
small article about him. 

Oh, joy, I thought as I trudged up to the door 
of the man’s house. With all this work, when was 
I going to get time for Christmas? 

Maybe, I prayed, he wouldn’t be home. 

But he was. 

As it turned out, it was fortunate for me that 
he was. If I’d rushed off to orchestrate my holi- 
day and missed Harold Livingston, I would have 
passed up a very real, and rare, little ray of 
what Christmas is all about. 

Harold Livingston’s slight frame is stooped 
beneath the weight of his 87 years. He wears 
hearing aids in both ears. He’s not an educated 
man, in the high-school-and-college sense. 

What Livingston is, rather, is a cross between 
an elf and Santa Claus. He is a craftsman and a 
giver and, in the mix, a truly decent person. 

Ten years ago, Fr. Tom Walsh of Merrimack 
College noted that the creche that housed the 
nativity figures for the chapel’s Christmas dis- 
play was in disrepair. So he asked Livingston, a 
retired man who had been ‘“‘handy’’ about the 
campus, if he would make a replacement. 

Livingston—neither a Catholic nor a Merri- 
mack alumnus—agreed to help. 

Now, you or I might have knocked a few 
planks together with nails and called the job 
done. Not Livingston. 

After consulting a book on religious symbol- 
ism, obtained through the Masons (he had been 
a member for a half-century), he decided to 
make the stable of cedar—a “‘spiritual’’ wood of 
great significance in the bible. 

The infant’s crib, he decided, would be crafted 
of acacia, the non-rotting wood from which the 
biblical Ark of the Covenant was constructed. 

Acacia grows in the tropics, not in Massachu- 
setts. Livingston, however, had been a florist for 
45 years prior to his retirement in 1962. He had 
grown his own acacia tree in his greenhouse. 

Livingston puttered in his cellar workshop for 
two weeks on the project, working the logs with 
a table saw, a hand saw, and, when necessary, a 
chainsaw. When he finished it, the stable mea- 
sured approximately six by four by three feet 

‘‘T’m not like the fellow who built the boat, and 
it was too big to get out of the cellar,’’ he told 

e. ‘‘I made it collapsible, so it could be put 
together with eye hooks.’’ One or two people can 
set the creche up in fifteen minutes. 

The stable stands at Merrimack College to- 
day. In it, the infant rests in a cradle hewn of 
wood from Livingston’s acacia tree. 

In the living room of his little house on Abbot 
Street, the old man showed me pictures of the 
stable. And of other projects he had made and 
given to others. 

He showed me the furniture he had made— 
beautiful pieces in his own home. 

Harold Livingston told me that he doesn’t 
make many things now; the eyes that twinkle 
with such good humor behind the rimless spec-

Chinese Next On Agenda 


The Warriors didn’t beat the Lowell Chiefs in 
two tries, losing the season-opener by a goal and 
then dropping a re-match at the Volpe Complex 
by a deceiving 6-4 margin, but, there’s nothing 
else to be glum about in summarizing the Merri- 
mack College’s hockey team’s first-semester 
performance. 

The Warriors went into exams with a 10-3 re- 
cord, including a perfect 90 slate in ECAC II 
play that put them at the top of the ECAC East 
standings. They played in three tournaments, 
won two and shutout 1984 NCAA Division I na- 
tional champion RPI in the consolation final of 
the other one. They out-scored the opposition 31- 
9 in the third period. 

“I’m very happy,” fourth-year head coach 
Ron Anderson reported as he began prepara- 
tions for an exhibition game against the Chinese 
National team at Harvard on December 27. “I 
felt going into the year we had the potential to 
have a good season. Our record is a little better 
than I expected it to be at this point.” 

Merrimack’s perfect divisional slate includes 
wins over ECAC II powers Babson (6-4), 
Plattsburgh State (6-3) in the finals of 
Plattsburgh’s own tournament and Salem State 
(7-2), a semester-closing skirmish in Salem that 


snapped a five-year Merrimack losing streak in 
Salem’s Rockett Arena. 

The win at Salem State was very big, partic- 
ularly when you consider Merrimack’s scoring 


at Rockett Arena in the previous two years. 


equalled no goals in 120 minutes of hockey. The 
win also marked the return of junior Jim Vesey, 
an All-America last season who scored 61 points. 
The burly forward scored two goals and assisted 
on two others to finish the semester with 10 goals 
and 11 assists for 21 points. 

Vesey’s point total was second to that of so- 
phomore forward Richard Pion who had 14 goals 
and 9 assists for 23 points. The speedy right wing 
proved he is a sound defensive forward as well 
as an explosive offensive threat as Division I 
Ferris State found out in the first round of the 
RPI Tournament when Pion notched his first 
collegiate hat trick. The Warriors squandered a 
4-2 lead and lost on a last-minute goal. But they 
subsequently shutout RPI in the consolation 
game. 

A third-round draft pick of the Washington 
Capitals in June, sophomore goalie Jim Hrivnak 
stopped 36 shots to shutout the Engineers. Just 
five days earlier he recorded his first collegiate

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Paedeia Seminar A Success 


A group of 18 seventh-graders at Doherty Ju- 
nior High School particiated in the first Paedeia 
seminar held at the school on Friday, Dec. 12. 
The students were chosen by a random sam- 
pling from among a larger group who were all 
available for a solid 90-minute block of uninter- 
rupted time. About ten days in advance of the 
seminar, the students assembled with Principal 
Dr. Richard McGrail, Vice Principal John 
Hughes and Paedeia Seminar Leader Douglas 
Halsted to talk about the procedures and receive 
copies of ‘The Little Prince’ by Antoine de 
Saint Exupery, the book to be discussed. 

The seminar started with a lively discussion 
about the participants’ interpretations of the au- 
thor’s opinions concerning grown-ups and chil- 
dren. There followed questions about the roles 
and responsibilities of children and adults in 
general and in today’s society in Andover in par- 
ticular. The discussion then turned to the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Who was the Little Prince?’’ Some felt he 
was a Christ symbol, others felt he was a symbol 
of the child in everyone or in Saint Exupery.

Many said they had gained new and 
different feelings about ‘“The Little Prince’”’ be- 
cause of their exposure to others’ opinions. 
Some said they enjoyed expressing themselves 
freely, without feeling that there were any right 
or wrong answers. They revelled in the fact that 


they were not graded on what they said or felt. - 


McGrail, Hughes and Halsted were pleased 
with this first Paedeia seminar at Doherty. They 
look forward to more seminars of a similar na- 
ture with different students discussing different 
books.

The Gillette Company announced that its board of direc- 
tors has approved a restructuring plan and a series of 
actions designed to increase cash flow and accelerate 
earnings growth in 1987 and beyond. The steps will result 
in a one-time, pre-tax charge to earnings in the fourth 
quarter of 1986 of approximately $190 million.

decreased the efficiency of local busi- 
nesses and shifted the resulting burden 
of increased operating costs 'to the con- 
sumers. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained to the petitioners that the truck 
prohibitions had originally been set in 
place as an experiment, an attempt to 
improve the safety of the narrow rural- 
type roads.

““My experience with this truck traffic 
is that, every time you make a 
move...you don’t eliminate the prob- 
lem—you shift it,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s sort of 
like bubble gum, when you use it to plug 
up a leak—the water just comes out all 
over the place.” 

The real answer to High Plain Road’s 
problems, he said, would be to widen and 
straighten the street and build side- 
walks. He added that, although there 
was little he could do to change it, he 


sympathized with the residents’ pligh- 
t.““It’s tough to say to your children, ‘You 
can’t play in the front yard unless you 
learn to stay away from the traffic,’ ”’ he 
said. 

Mahony urged the board to except 
Clark Road from their lifting of the truck 
ban. That prohibition was effected to 
channel traffic through Lowell Junction, 
he explained; trucks do not have to use 
the road because they can use an alter- 
nate exit from Route 93. 

Mahony added that the state had 
agreed some time ago to post signs on 
the highway directing trucks to exit at 
the appropriate road. As is often the case 
with state projects, he said, the signs 
were not yet in place—even though he 
had offered to paint them himself if they 
would install them. 

Selectman Gerry Silverman told the 
business petitioners that the town had 
never intended the ban to inhibit locally- 
based commerce.

EMINENT DOMAIN 


If your town or city 
wants to build a highway 
and your home is in the 
way, can it take your 
property without your 
consent? The answer is 
yes! It can do it by the 
power of eminent 
domain. This is the right 
of the government to 
take private property for 
public use with just 
compensation paid to the 
private property owner 


The term condemna- 
tion refers to the power 
of the government to 
take private property for 
public use or benefit 
The government does not 
need the property 
owner's consent. Again, 
under condemnation pro- 
ceedings, the property 
owner is entitled to a 
fair price for the prop- 
ert 


Usually, when a town 
considers taking a prop- 
erty, it will hire an ap 
praiser to determine 
value. The town will then 
offer the owner this ap- 
praised price for the 
property. If this amount 
is not acceptable to the 
owner, he or she has the 
right to recourse in court 
to challenge the price 
but not the taking. If not 
satisfied, the owner may 
appeal this price deci- 
sion

Year Ahead Will 


to 


Anbpover Townsman 


Be One Of 
Stabilization 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


For the town of Andover, predicts 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, 1987 
will be a year of apparent stabilization. 

‘While I don’t expect development to 
slow,’’ he says, ‘‘I suspect that the per- 
ception of development will be that it will 
slow.” 

Beg pardon? 

Take, for instance, says Mahony, the 
town’s acquisition of conservation land. 
Although Andover will continue to try to 
acquire greenspace—and presently has 
authorization to acquire ‘‘at least a doz- 
en more parcels,”’ he says, ‘‘We’re going 
to try to get more ‘into’ the management 
of property we already have.” 

Or, too, there’s the housing market: 
Mahony predicts that it will seem less 
harried than it has been. There are plen- 
ty of homes on the market; more are be- 
ing readied for occupancy on speculation 
every day. With more homes than buy- 
ers, he feels, the buying and selling will 
be there—but the panic and turmoil 
should not. 

The year 1987, in short, should present 
a good chance for the town to continue to 
set its various houses in order. 

Accordingly, the coming year will 
bring an increased emphasis on prepara- 
tion. The Fire Department will undergo 
intensive training in 1987, says Mahony. 
The Police Department will continue to 
examine its systems and methods, and 
work to bring itself to a level worthy of 
accreditation—which, says the town 
manager, should come in mid-1987. 

And town personnel will undergo eross- 
training in order to find out what hap- 
pens in other departments. ‘‘We’ve got a 
lot of new people who just don’t know the 
whole operation,’’ says Mahony. The en- 
lightenment sessions for these individu- 
als and departments will be preserved on 
videotape, he adds, and used to trair new 
employees. 

“So you see,’’ he says, ‘‘We’re into the 
computer age here.”’ 


Which reminds him—the town plans to 
broaden its use of its computer systems. 

Barring all complications, says Maho- 
ny, the year should bring a number of 
completions. Probably the most hoped- 
for and visible of these will be the addi- 
tion to the library. 

Yes, Virginia, says the Town Man- 
ager—it will be finished in 1987. 

The Riverina pumping station should 
also be completed; if Lawrence finishes 
its companion project, it should be on 
line relatively soon. 

And, of course, there are the 
Shawsheen Village lights; installation 
should begin this spring. 

Mahony also foresees a number of im- 
pressive beginnings for 1987. 

The paperwork is now in order for the 
building of a new central post office on 
Stevens Street. 

The water processing operation at 
Haggetts Pond should—‘‘God and the 
Environmental Protection Agency will- 
ing,”’ interjects Mahony—begin con- 
struction on a supplementary system 
that will double the plant’s capacity. 

And there is Emerson College 

Maybe. 

Although the college’s somewhat con- 
troversial plans to move to the area do 
not now include actual acreage in And-

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Historical Society Offers 
Programs In January 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 


The Andover Historical Society will continue 
to hum with activity in January. Women and 
woodworking provide two of the featured events. 

The society will present a narrated slide show 
entitled ‘‘West Parish Women in the Nineteenth 
Century”’ on Sunday, Jan. 4, at 2 p.m. The event 
is open to the public and there is a nominal ad- 
mission charge. 

The program deals with the lives of the wom- 
en of the West Parish community from child- 
hood through adulthood. It focues on their role in 
the community and the organizations they 
formed from the founding of the church :n 1826 
through the next half-century. 


The slide show is narrated by Joan Patrakis, 
who did much of the research as part of a long- 
term project, and Marsha Rooney, former direc- 
tor of the Andover Historical Society. They were 
assisted by Doris Newton, Betty Gorrie and 
Nonie Newell who played the parts of West Par- 
ish women Susannah Jackson, the daughter of 
the first minister, Mary Susan Cutler, who spoke 
at the church’s 100th anniversary, and Sarah 
Merrill Wilson 

The records used in preparing the show are 
original documents belnging to West Parish 
Church which are preserved at the Andover His- 
torical Society. Don and Jan Sagaser, society 
members, will introduce the program and lead 
house tours following the show. 

The Andover Historical Society will also offer 


an unusual opportunity to learn about old wood- 
working skills in a four-week workshop con- 
ducted by John Ross, Cambridge authority and 
collector of antique tools, on Saturdays from 10 
a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The workshop will begin January 10 in the so- 
ciety’s newly recreated 19th-century woodwork- 
ing shop. Non-members and_ prospective 
participants can register through the Andover 
Historical Society office. 

Students will first learn the use of hand tools 
and foot-powered tools of the late 19th century. 
Ross will familiarize them with the resource 
books available and assist in choosing a project 
commensurate with abilities and experience. 
Wood will also be selected at the initial session. 

In remaining sessions, students will work on 
their projects with one-on-one assistance from 
Ross. For this reason, the class will be limited to 
six participants. 

Ross, who teaches at Belmont Hill School, has 
previously taught old woodworking techniques 
through the Andover Historical Society, the Pea- 
body Museum of Salem and others. He brings 
his personal collection of tools and books to 
class.

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Police Undergo Rigorous 
Review For Accreditation 


By Karen L. Day 


The Andover Police Department is 
currently in the process of receiving ac- 
creditation from the the Commission of 
Accreditation for Law Enforcement 
Agencies along with 22 other Massachu- 
setts agencies. It is a voluntary process 
by which a local agency holds itself up 
for comparison against the strictest of 
standards on the national level. 

Beginning in June of 1986, when the 
town invested the first half of the $7500 
accreditation fee, the department began 
working toward meeting the 944 individu- 
al standards currently imposed by the 
commission. This requires full docu- 
mentation of all policy and procedure. 

The commission was formed in 1979, 
after the standards for law enforcement 
agencies were developed by the Interna- 
tional Chiefs of Police, the National Or- 
ganization of Black Law Enforcement 
Executives, the National Sheriff's Asso- 
ciation and the Police Executive 
Research Forum. The commission is an 
independent organization, having no 
relationship, financially or otherwise, to

From the window of Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony’s office in the town 
hall, a visitor looks out on a street lined 
with settled, older homes. There is no 
turmoil; to the untrained eye, the life be- 
neath that window flows peacefully day 
to day with little overt change. 

When Mahony himself looks out on the 
town of Andover, however, he sees be- 
yond Bartlet street—to the new library 
wing, with its scaffolding; to the public 
safety buildings and the programs inside 
their brick skins. To Routes 93 and 495 
and beyond, where motels sprout from 
bare ground in a season, and high-tech 
plants tower above trees that once shad- 
ed livestock. 

It is a town in motion, Mahony’s And- 
over. And, for this town, 1986-was a ‘pro- 


any local, state or federal government. 

The accreditation process begins when 
a law enforcement agency asks the com- 
mission for applicant status. Once agen- 
cy eligibility has been confirmed, the two 
sign a contract which identifies the re- 
sponsibilities of each in the accreditation 
process. 

The agency then completes and files 
an Agency Profile Questionnaire, provid- 
ing information about agency size, man- 
dated responsibilities, and functions 
performed. The commission uses this in- 
formation to determine which standards 
must be met by the agency. 

A list of those standards to be met is 
then forwarded to the agency which then 
confirms the applicability of those stan- 
dards to the department, and then begins 
the process of self-assessment. 

When the agency is satisfied that it 
meets the standards set for it, it notifies 
the commission which then sends out a 
three-person assessment team for seve- 
ral days to examine the proofs of compli- 
ance that the agency has compiled. The 


assessment team may consist of a police 
chief from an accredited department, an 
accreditation manager, and a policy 
writer for another accredited depart- 
ment. These assessors may speak to 
those involved in policy making or gener- 
al law enforcement to ensure that the re- 
quirement is met should they feel the 
need for further explanation. 

After the on-site visit, the assessment 
team submits its report to the 21-mem- 
ber commission, which either grants or 
denies the agency accreditation. The 
failure to meet even one of the mandato- 
ry requirements will result in denial of 
the application. 

According to the Accreditation Policy 
Handbook, the standards are designed 
with five points in mind. 

They reflect the best professional prac- 
tices in each area of law enforcement 
management, administration, opera- 
tions, and support services. They also 
reflect ‘‘what to,’’ without telling an 
agency ‘“‘how to.” 

Standards are created to make accred-

Every accreditation in itself is a test 
not only of the standards already set, but 
the entire accreditation process. 

The commission, when revising stan- 
dards, looks to already accredited agen- 
cies for advice and counsel. 

Det. Don Mooers, who was chosen to 
direct the accreditation process for the 
Andover police department, has stated 
that all of the mandatory requirements 
and 80 percent of the optional require 
ments must be met—no easy task when 
one learns that the department must 
prove compliance, whether it is by writ- 
ten documentation or other means. 

The standards relate to everything 
from the law enforcement role and re- 
sponsibility to relationships with other 
agencies. From organization, manage-

over, Mahony has felt all along that the 
proximity of the proposed campus would 
be a real plus for the town. He says that 
he hopes to see the Emerson situation 
resolved, positively, early in the year. 

During 1987, the town should also move 
closer to the construction phase on a 
number of long-term projects, such as 
the Lowell Junction and River Road in- 
tersections, and the widening of River 
Road to the Lawrence line.

Greene, on his way to work at AT & T, 
was driving north, toward Merrimack 
College, and the two cars collided head- 
on. 
The chairman of the board at Imaging 
Technology Incorporated in Woburn, 
stood on crutches after treatment for mi- 
nor injuries as he pleaded innocent to 
charges of vehicular homicide, driving 
under the influence of alcohol, driving to 
endanger, improper passing, failing to 
drive within marked lanes and speeding. 

Beg, a native of India and citizen of 
Canada, was released on $1,000 bail by 
Judge Issac Borenstein, who also or- 
dered he turn over his Canadian passport 
to the state by Friday. 

Borenstein continued the case until 
February 20, when, if found guilty, Beg 
could face up to 15 years in prison under 
the state’s new tough drunk driving laws.

Donn Byrne: 
The Consummate 
Andoverite 


This is one of those cases where you wished 
you Said it before 

Like somewhere around a week ago at the 
latest, while a young man like Donn Byrne 
was around to appreciate it. 

But newspaper people aren’t a lot different 
from others, in that we tend to put off such 
things as paying tribute to a person’s dedica- 
tion to the community, because he is still 
involved. 

It was a week ago Monday, at probably the 
most difficult time of year, when for reasons 
none of us comprehend, Donn Byrne, select- 
man and former Finance Committee mem- 
ber, and, above all, family man, succumbed 
to an aneurysm at the age of 49. 

Having known him for many years, due 
principally to his municipal involvement, I 
feel priviliged fo refer to him as the 
consummate Andoverite. 

He wasn’t a native. 

But he lived and loved Andover for so many 
years that | think even his colleague on the 
board of selectmen, Bill Dalton, would honor 
him with the title ‘Townie.’ 

His interest in the town’s municipal life ex- 
tended beyond his days of elected or appoint- 
ive service to the community. 

For many years he attended school com- 
mittee, selectmen and finance committee 
meetings as an observer. 

Then he was appointed to the FinCom and 
became an ardent observer of the town’s 
finances. 

After six years on that board, he went on to 
become selectman, and no doubt would have 
sought re-election to that board this spring. 

In all his activities, he was dedicated to the 
task assigned him by either the appointing 
authority or the electorate. Outspoken, he 
had little fear of questioning administrators 
and suggesting, albeit not always success- 
fully, changes he felt would lead to better 
administrative practice or economic im- 
provement for his town 

As an Andover official, he took criticism as 
well as praise graciously. 

When editorials appeared in this space, 
critical of his stand, there would be a phone 
call, with a comment, ‘I guess it’s my turn.’ 
When praise came his way in the same space, 
the conversation would probably be, ‘Thanks, 
I needed that.’ 

Underlying all this was a man dedicated to 
family and community, the love for both 
undeniable. 

The finality of death is a difficult reality, 
eased by time and tender memories. It is 
under such circumstances that we reluctant- 
ly accept the loss of a dedicated, devoted 
servant.

The terms of 21 of Andover’s officials will expire in 
March with the School Committee and the Tree Warden 
positions slated to offer the most keenly contested races 
from present indications. 

Three Andover youngsters were injured, one of them 
seriously, this week by air rifles given them for Christmas 
presents. The accidents caused Chief of Police George A. 
Dane to announce that ‘Santa Claus is going to take back 
all the air rifles he can find.” The police have already 
confiscated several. 

Andover had a very poor year, as far as vital statistics 
are concerned. The town clerk’s annual figures show that 
the town is going up in deaths and dropping in marriages 
and births.

And from law enforcement operations, 
operational support and traffic law en- 
forcement to auxiliary and technical 
services. 

According to Mooers, there are many 
reasons why accreditation is important 
to the Andover Police Department—and 
to the residents of the town. 

“Accreditation has the potential for 
adherence to, and recognition of, profes- 
sional standards. The town is actively 
pursuing accreditation, not only because 
of our quest for professionalism in law 
enforcement, but because of our pride in 
the dedicated men and women who work 
for the Andover police department.” 

‘“‘We also see the entire image of law 
enforcement changing,’ said Mooers, 
‘There are more college-educated entry 
level staff and others with master’s de- 
grees and advanced training. We have 
all this education and we need to insure 
that we are a top-notch organization that 
uses its resources to constantly up- 
grade.”’ 

A list of uniform standards of practice 
gives residents and officials of the town a 
“measuring stick’? by which they may 
evaluate the department’s performance. 
Accreditation also ensures periodic re- 
view and updating of the department’s

policies and promotes an even-handed 
approach to their application. 

Andover Police Chief James Johnson 
believes that accreditation will also help 
avoid civil litigation, and insurance com- 
panies are very happy about that. John- 
son added that, although there were no 
areas where the department was per- 
forming poorly, they have found during 
the self-evaluation phase that there were 
better ways to conduct some activities 
like record keeping. 

Johnson favors the idea of giving po- 
lice personnel ‘‘professional standing” 
and said that the fact that someone from 
the commission will visit every couple of 
years to check on the department ‘‘keeps 
us all on our toes—which is healthy.’’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony com- 
mented that it is the process, not the ac- 
tual piece of paper signifying that 
accreditation has been earned, that is 
the most important aspect 

‘All the people (in the department) 
are looking at all the issues in a cooper- 
ative manner—panels, committees.” 
Mahony commented, ‘‘The department 
has the maturity to analize (itself).”’ 

‘We have a superior police depart- 
ment’’ he said, and the accreditation 
process allows the staff to analize ‘‘why 
something is right or why something is 


wrong”’ without just doing it because the 
commanding officer said to. This, Maho- 
ny added, is where the maturity of the 
members of the department comes in, 
and he believes that what is already a 
superior police department may be- 
come, through the accreditation process, 
an outstanding police department on the 
national level. 

According to Mooers, the department 
should be ready for the commission’s on- 
site visit by some time in November, 
once all compliance documentation is 
gathered or prepared.

‘comp permits’ in Andover,’’ says Maho- 
ny, ‘‘but it’s the first year it’s become a 
significant issue.’’ There have been four 
such building applications filed in 1986; 
two have been heard by the required au- 
thority, the Zoning Board of Appeals. Of 
those, one was disapproved and one 
approved with several conditions. 

The remaining existing applications 
will be heard in 1987. 

Mahony maintains that the process has 
‘‘alerted all of us to how little home rule 
there is in this state.’’ He adds that it 
also brings out the fact that, while few in 
town debate that there should be afforda- 
ble housing in Andover, few agree where 
it should be built. 

In 1986, Mahony continues, the town 
acquired a number of parcels of conser- 
vation land. Most notable were: the Doy- 
le and LaRochelle parcels in the 
northwest quadrant of Routes 133 and 93, 
20 acres that are crucial in the preserva- 

the Haggetts Pond watershed; the 

ently-acquired Boloian and Maksiar 

lands, totalling more than 80 acres in the 
Fish Brook watershed off Chandler Road 
and Route 93; and the Simpson parcel, 
newly-bought and earmarked as a 
part of the planned ‘‘Emerald Necklace”’ 
of linked greenspaces in Eastern Massa- 
chusetts. 

‘‘A couple of these parcels have been 
in negotiation about ten years,’’ says Ma- 
hony. “I’m very pleased they’ve been 
resolved.”

list for the year past is the old town land- 
fill, the dump that was closed ten years 
ago and subsequently filled, compacted 
and covered with topsoil. It was con- 
toured and seeded during 1986, he says; 
the parking lot is in and lined, and the 
chain-link fence is up. 

Next season, it should be ready for use 
as playing space for soccer and baseball. 

In 1986, the town also did a bit of 
needed repair on its physical plants. Ma- 
hony says that the West Junior High 
School received a new roof, and that 
work was done on the air-handling sys- 
tem at the high school. 

Although buildings and greenspaces 
form the most visible part of the picture 
of the year’s progress, Mahony is very 
pleased with what 1986 added to the 
human side of the town ledger. 

There were two major turnovers 
among the heads of town services in 
1986. In Municipal Maintenance, director 
Joseph Dion retired and was replaced by 
Frederick Jaeschke 

In the Fire Department, Chief William 
T. Downs retired from his position in Au- 
gust. Harold F. Hayes is the new chief. 

Three-year contracts were settled for 
teachers, firefighters, police officers, 
and town staff and employees, both blue 
collar and white, says Mahony. 

The Police Department is undergoing 
a certification process. Begun in early 
1986, it should be completed, says Maho- 
ny, in mid-1987. Certification is more 
than a measure of competence, he says: 


“The biggest thing it does is, it says to 
the Police Department, ‘Here are univer- 
sal standards—examine yourself.’ ’’ 

Mahony lauds the process because it 
brings officers of all levels together to 
communicate with each other on both 
large and small matters. “It allowed us 
to create a dialogue within the depart- 
ment,” he says, ‘“‘where they review all 
of these standards.” 

According to Mahony, the command 
structure of the Police Department has 
also undergone some significant renova- 
tion during the year. Changes have been 
made that, without hiring more supervi- 
sors, allow more trained supervision per 
shift. ‘‘We have a relatively young de- 
partment right now,”’ he explains. ‘‘The 
goal of this is to keep the control ser- 
geant on the street with his men.” It also 
will help the department better manage 
its court load, he adds. 

Also, in 1986, the Police Department 
was released from a civil rights ‘‘con- 
cent decree’ that had been in effect for a 
number of years. Predicated on the the- 
ory that the staff’s racial balance was 
not proportionate to that of the town, the 
decree governed police hiring practices. 

The Police Department now has com- 
plied, says Mahony. Andover has two 
““minority”’ officers, and two women offi- 
cers, one of whom has recently been pro- 
moted to the rank of sergeant 

Mahony notes that 1986 brought two 
important actions from the town plan- 
ning department. The two—the recent

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revision of the Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations, and the enactment of the 
Watershed Protection Overlay Zone, ap- 
proved at town meeting—were long over- 
due, he says. 

For Mahony himself, 1986 had a partic- 
ular significance. The year’s end also 
marked the end of his first five year 
term as Town Manager. Key to the suc- 
cess of those five years spent minding 
the Andover beyond the office, 
Mahony, has been the cooperation of f the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Since he came to the job five years 
ago, he says, there have been three 
changes in the board—changes made 
gradually, and resulting in minimal dis- 
ruption. The present members have 
worked together as a group for the last 
two years. 

“The degree in which they agreed on 
their role and on policy made it easy for 
me to follow their instructions,’’ says 
Mahony. “‘It has made it seem more like 
a continuity of five years than five indi- 
vidual years.”’ 

Very recently, he notes, the board lost 
long-term member Donn Byrne. Mahony 
says that the town will feel the loss. ‘I 
guess, for better or worse, a lot of this 
year is going to be thought about in 
terms of Donn Byrne,’’ he says. Besides 
Byrne’s actual interaction with the 
board, says Mahony, he played an active 
part in many of the town’s ongoing pro- 

jects. Byrne’s insights were important; 
they will be missed in the coming years.
